PERM REPS WHO ATTENDED MEETING. BRITISH, WHO ALONG WITH 
FRENCH AND AUSTRALIANS INFORMALLY SOUGHT US REACTION, NOT 
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DISPOSED RAISE OBJECTION. USUN UNDERSTANDS INDIANS AND

UNRWA WORKING GROUP-- 

WG MAY 3 FOCUSED ON CG' S NOTE ON UNRWA' S FINANCIAL POSITION 
AND DECIDED HAVE RAPPORTEUR DRAFT APPEAL FOR ADDITIONAL 
SUPPORT WHICH SYG WILL ISSUE ON BEHALF UNRWA. ( LATER 
RAPPORTEUR BEGAN CIRCULATING FOR MEMBERS' CLEARANCE TEXT 
OF DRAFT APPEAL.) LEBANON, GHANA AND TURKEY AT VARIOUS 
TIMES TRIED TIE APPEAL TO DOLLAR DEVALUATION, BUT US, 

SUPPORTED BY UK, FRANCE AND JAPAN, INSISTED ANY APPEAL NOT 
BE RELATED TO DEVALUATION. CHAIRMAN DEPLORED FACT ONE

ECOSOC MAY 4, DEALING WITH ALL ITEMS ON WHICH COMITES HAD 
PREVIOUSLY ACTED, ADOPTED RESES ON: PERMANENT SOVEREIGNTY 
OVER NATURAL RESOURCES - 20-2( JAPAN, UK)-4( NETHERLANDS, 

SPAIN, US, FRANCE), WITH BURUNDI ABSENT ; AND IMPLE-

FRANCE). COUNCIL ALSO APPROVED UNANIMOUSLY RESES ON: ECONOMIC

ECONOMIC COMITE- 

DEBATE ON COLLECTIVE ECONOMIC SECURITY ( CES) CONTINUED IN 
COMITE, WITH MOST SPEAKERS TENDING CAUTIOUSLY FAVOR 
CES CONCEPT. SOV REP POSED QUESTIONS RE RELATIONSHIP 
BETWEEN CES AND WDC; FRAZAO' S ( BRAZIL) CRITICISM OF STOCKPILE 
DISPOSALS AND COMMODITY PRICE STABILIZATION EFFORTS; AND 
CES AND CHARTER OF ECONOMIC RIGHTS AND DUTIES. IN RESPONSE, 

FRAZAO SAID INTER ALIA BRAZIL FAVORED WDC WITH ADEQUATE 
PREPARATION. 
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DUTCH REP HEARTILY EMBRACED CES CONCEPT BUT ADDED ANY ACTION 
SHOULD BE TAKEN IN DUE TIME, NOT AT 55 TH ECOSOC, AND BY 
CONSENSUS. FRENCH REP FOUND CES CONCEPT INTRIGUING BUT 
PERPLEXING, QUESTIONED APPROPRIATENESS OF WORD " SECURITY," 

SAID CES SHOULD NOT MEAN ESTABLISHMENT OF SET OF UNILATERAL 
ACTIONS BY DC' S TO GUARANTEE LDC' S PRECARIOUS LEVEL OF 
LIVING, AND SUGGESTED CONCEPT SHOULD BE ALLOWED DEVELOP 
GRADUALLY AGAINST BACKGROUND OF CHARTER OF ECONOMIC RIGHTS AND 
DUTIES. ITALY GENERALLY SUPPORTED FRENCH VIEWS. 

ARGENTINE REP SUGGESTED THEMES FINANCIAL/ MONETARY CRISIS 
AND ENVIRONMENT MIGHT FALL UNDER CES CONCEPT, AND ADDED 
ENVIRONMENTAL GOOD- NEIGHBORLINESS SHOULD BE INCLUDED. 

BOLIVIAN REP NOTED IDS DID NOT ADDRESS SELF TO SUCH IMPORTANT 
PROBLEMS AS STOCKPILE DISPOSAL. CHILEAN REP, PESSIMISTIC 
REIDS AND STATE OF INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION, SAID IF 
US DISPOSED OF STOCKPILED METALS IT WOULD IRREPARABLY 
HARM LDC' S IN DIRECT CONTRAVENTION OF IDS, AND SUGGESTED 
CES MIGHT BE WAY REINSTATE SPIRIT OF INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION. 
FINNISH REP DID NOT SHARE CHILE' S PESSIMISM. AND DESCRIBED 
CES AS " NEW DIMENSION" IN INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION. 

PAKISTAN VISUALIZED CES AS MEANS TO ESTABLISH REAL 
EQUALITY IN ECONOOMIC AFFAIRS BETWEEN NATION STATES AND 
SOCIAL CLASSES WITHIN NATIONS. ( USUN' S 1692) 

ECOSOC RESOLUTIONS— 

7( 5- BLED ADDITIONAL RES ON RATIONALIZATION WHICH WOULD DECIDE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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TO MERGE SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT COMMISSION WITH STATUS OF WOMEN 
COMMISSION TO ACT AS PREPARATORY AND ADVISORY BODY TO 
ECOSOC OVER WHOLE RANGE OF SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT POLICY. 

SWEDES INTEND TABLE DRAFT WHICH WOULD DECIDE TO RECONVENE

COMITE ON HOST COUNTRY RELATIONS— 

AT FIRST MEETING OF 1973, COMITE MAY 3 DISCUSSED SECURITY OF 
MISSIONS AND OBLIGATIONS OF DIPLOMATS AND RECEIVED WG REPORT 
ON PUBLIC RELATIONS AND OTHER MATTERS. USSR AND IRAQ HOPED COMITE 
WOULD MEET ON MORE REGULAR BASIS. SMIRNOV ( USSR) COMPLAINED 
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THERE WERE STILL HOSTILE DEMONSTRATIONS AND PICKETING 
BY ZIONISTS AGAINST SMUN, CITING VARIOUS INCIDENTS AND 
SUGGESTING COMITE CONSIDER MEANS FOR EFFECTIVELY IMPLE- 
MENTING NEW US LEGISLATION. IRAQI DEL DID NOT THINK RECENT 
LEGISLATION CHANGED SITUATION. SCHAUFELE REPLIED TO POINTS 
RAISED BY SOV REP, REJECTED ANY CHARGES OF USG COMPLICITY, 

AND STATED ALL STEPS POSSIBLE BEING TAKEN TO PROTECT SOVIET 
AND OTHER MISSIONS. AFTER INTRODUCTION OF WORKING GROUP REPORT, 
SCHAUFELE STRESSED FINANCIAL AND OTHER OBLIGATIONS OF 
DIPLOMATS, CITING IN PARTICULAR PROBLEMS OF UNPAID 
BILLS AND PARKING TICKETS.

SIX NATIONS' LAWYER CHOBASHY, CALLED AT USUN AND PRESENTED 
TEXT OF PETITION BY SIX NATIONS ( ON BEHALF OGLALA SIOUX) 

WHICH THEY HAD JUST PRESENTED TO SYG AND HRC CHAIRMAN.

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BASIC PURPOSE OF CALL WAS TO COMMUNICATE SIX NATIONS' OFFER 
TO MEDIATE BETWEEN US AUTHORITIES AND INDIANS IN WOUNDED KNEE, 
REQUESTED BY OGLALA S. THE
